This  Gladiolus  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Glad  fans  by  its  originator,  the  late  Mr.  M.  W.  Went¬ 
worth,  of  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  In  the  fall  of  1931,  it 
was  exhibited  for  the  first  time,  being  sent  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Gladiolus  Show  in  New  York,  the  Atlantic  City 
Flower  and  Garden  Pageant,  the  Michigan  State  Gladiolus 
Show,  and  many  other  flower  and  garden  shows. 

This  beautiful  Gladiolus  was  not  only  the  outstand¬ 
ing  introduction  of  that  year,  but  has  actually  been  in¬ 
creasing  its  prestige  and  popularity  with  growers  and 
fans  ever  since. 

The  prevailing  color  of  this  super  gladiolus,  MILDRED 
LOUISE,  is  strawberry  pink  fading  into  a  soft  yellow  in 
the  throat.  The  flower  seems  to  give  off  a  soft  glow 
when  cut  and  taken  indoors. 

The  stem  is  gracefully  strong  and  flexible.  The 
beautiful,  triangular  shaped  florets  open  wide,  measuring 
five  and  one-half  inches  or  more  without  distortion. 
There  are  eighteen  to  twenty  buds  on  each  spike.  The 
florets  lie  close  to  the  stem,  though  there  is  no  crowding 
nor  open  spaces  between  them.  The  petals  are  firm  and 
of  good  substance,  thus  making  a  bloom  of  unusual  value 
as  a  cut  flower.  The  foliage  is  of  a  deep  sea-green  color; 
the  spikes  uniformly  straight;  the  stems  rarely  branched. 
It  is  an  excellent  propagator. 

MILDRED  LOUISE  is  an  exhibition  gladiolus  that  is 
at  the  same  time  an  extremely  good  shipper,  making  it 
especially  fine  as  a  commercial  flower. 

Another  very  good  feature  of  this  Glad  is  that  it 
blooms  on  the  average  of  76  days,  while  most  of  the  other 
leading  glads  are  handicapped  by  being  10  to  20  days  later 
in  maturing.

GLADIOLUS  CULTURE 


As  Recommended  by  Michigan  Gladiolus  Growers 

Association 

For  success  with  Glads  you  must  do  these  things: 

1st  —  Buy  sound,  healthy  bulbs. 

2nd  —  Follow  the  cultural  directions  given  below. 

3rd  —  Store  your  bulbs  properly. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  shipment  of  bulbs  open  the  package 
to  admit  air.  If  they  arrive  before  planting  time,  store  in 
a  cool  cellar  until  you  are  ready  to  plant. 

PLANTING  — 

Glads  may  be  planted  in  Michigan  from  the  time  the 
soil  is  workable  in  the  spring  until  July  1st.  Late  planted 
stock  must  be  stored  at  a  uniform  temperature  of  40 
degrees  or  less  so  that  they  do  not  sprout  in  storage.  If 
you  have  a  quantity  of  bulbs,  plant  at  one  or  two  weeks 
interval  to  insure  succession  of  bloom.  The  number  of 
days  from  planting  to  blooming  will  vary  with  the 
variety  from  about  sixty  days  to  over  one  hundred.  Extra 
early  blooms  can  be  secured  by  starting  some  bulbs  early 
in  pots  or  flats  inside,  then  planting  out  when  danger  of 
frost  is  over. 

USES  — 

Glads  may  be  planted  in  the  border  or  in  beds  for 
landscape  effects  or  in  rows  for  cut  flowers.  Beautiful 
effects  may  be  secured  by  working  them  into  the  perennial 
or  annual  border.  Give  them  as  much  sun  as  possible. 
Do  not  plant  against  house  foundations. 

SOILS  — 

A  sandy  loam  soil  that  is  well  drained  is  best.  Avoid 
a  clay  subsoil  if  possible.  Glads,  however,  will  do  quite 
well  in  most  any  soil.  Incorporate  plenty  of  organic 
matter  such  as  manure,  or  leaves  and  work  deeply.  The 
soil  can  be  prepared  in  either  spring  or  fall.  If  done  in 
the  spring  use  only  well  rotted  manure  or  leaf  mold.  In 
spading,  pulverize  the  soil  thoroughly  to  a  depth  of  8  to 
10  inches. 


PLANTING  DISTANCE  — 

If  planted  in  rows,  space  rows  18  to  2  0  inches  apart 
or  more.  Open  a  trench  with  a  spade  or  hoe  to  a  depth 
of  4  to  5  inches.  Make  an  application  of  your  favorite 
standard  complete  fertilizer  at  the  rate  recommended  by 
the  manufacturer  and  work  well  into  the  soil  to  mix  so 
that  bulbs  will  not  come  in  contact  with  the  raw  fertilizer. 
Set  bulbs  with  top  up  4  to  5  inches  apart  in  the  trench. 
Fill  the  trench  half  full  of  soil  and  fill  in  as  plants 
up.

SUMMER  CARE  — 

Cultivate  the  soil  frequently  throughout  the  summer 
to  keep  down  weeds,  prevent  caking,  and  retain  the 
moisture.  Water  when  necessary  by  soaking  the  soil 
thoroughly.  Never  sprinkle  just  to  moisten  the  top  soil. 
Deep  watering  stimulates  healthy  root  action.  A  mulch 
of  peat  moss  will  help  retain  moisture  and  serve  as  a  food. 

Cut  the  flower  spikes  when  the  first  bud  opens.  In 
cutting  leave  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  plant  to  mature 
the  corm.  A  very  satisfactory  method  is  to  insert  the 
point  of  a  sharp  knife  in  the  stem  just  puncturing  it,  then 
with  the  thumb  opposite  and  above  the  knife  make  a 
quick  bend  of  the  stem  toward  the  knife.  It  will  snap 
off  readily. 

DIGGING  — 

Dig  the  bulbs  carefully  when  the  foliage  is  turning 
brown,  but  always  before  freezing  weather.  Cut  the  stems 
off  close  to  the  bulb  and  dry  the  bulbs  in  the  open  air  for 
a  few  days  away  from  frost. 

STORAGE  — 

Store  them  in  a  frost-proof  cellar  or  shed  for  about  two 
weeks  to  cure  them,  then  remove  the  old  dried  up  mother 
corm  at  the  base  and  remove  the  cut  stem.  After  clean¬ 
ing  place  them  in  a  clean,  well  ventilated,  moderately 
humid  storage  cellar.  A  temperature  of  forty  degrees 
and  a  humidity  of  70  to  8  0  per  cent  is  desirable,  but  a 
fruit  storage  cellar  can  be  used  satisfactorily.  Store  the 
bulbs  in  shallow  open  top  boxes  or  flats.  If  they  are 
stored  on  top  of  each  other,  use  a  block  between  them  for 
ventilation. 

INSECTS  —  THRIPS  — 

Should  you  unfortunately  be  bothered  with  thrip,  they 
are  easiest  controlled  in  storage.  Place  the  bulbs  in  a  paper 
sack  and  add  1  ounce  naphthaline  flakes  per  100  bulbs. 
Leave  the  flakes  in  the  sacks  for  two  weeks  then  remove 
them.  Keep  the  bulbs  at  about  6  5  degrees  during  the 
treatment.  Place  in  storage  immediately  after  treatment. 
Dipping  in  corrosive  sublimate  1  ounce  to  7  /z  gallons, 
also  has  proved  satisfactory.  A  good  spray  for  control 
in  the  garden  includes:  3^2  ozs.  lead  arsenate,  4  ozs. 
Derrisol,  1  lb.  glue  and  10  gals,  water.  Spray  twice  a 
week  for  two  weeks. 

DISEASES  — 

Scab  and  dry  rot  are  the  only  important  diseases  of 
Glads.  They  can  be  controlled  by  planting  on  clean  well 
drained  soil  and  dipping  the  bulbs  in  corrosive  sublimate 
1  oz.  in  7/2  gallons.  Add  1/3  the  original  amount  of 
corrosive  sublimate  to  the  solution  for  the  dip,  then  dis¬ 
card  the  solution.

IRIS  CULTURE 

German  Iris  can  be  planted  in  almost  any  desired  place 
in  your  garden,  though  to  get  the  best  results  it  should  be 
placed  where  it  will  receive  perfect  drainage. 

Transplanting  may  be  done  at  any  time  from  full 
blooming  season  until  freezing  weather  arrives.  Many 
people,  however,  differ  on  this  point,  the  reason  being  that 
some  like  to  transplant  only  when  they  can  see  the  colors 
they  are  moving,  while  others  prefer  the  freezing  time 
because  it  is  then  that  feeding  roots  are  started  and  a 
blooming  season  will  not  be  lost. 

Divide  your  Iris  every  four  years.  If  you  fail  to  do 
this,  the  centers  will  become  too  thick  and  the  flowering 
ability  of  the  clump  will  be  greatly  lessened.  It  is  a  good 
thing  to  remember  when  digging  or  transplanting  that  by 
allowing  the  roots  to  lie  in  the  sun  for  several  hours  many 
diseases  can  be  killed,  and  the  plant  itself  will  do  much 
better  for  the  sunning. 

Every  plant  has  its  diseases  and  insects  that  live  on  it 
and  it  does  seem  as  though  some  have  more  than  their 
share.  The  Iris  root-rot  can  usually  be  detected  by  the 
unpleasant  odor.  The  best  remedy  that  we  know  of  is 
to  dig  these  roots,  remove  all  decayed  parts,  and  then  dip 
the  remaining  parts  in  2  parts  potassium  permanganate 
to  1000  parts  water  and  replant  immediately.  Root-rot 
occurs  most  often  when  the  plant  gets  an  over-abundance 
of  moisture. 

The  Iris  Borer  is  very  hard  to  control,  especially  in  the 
larger  plantings.  This  borer  is  the  larva  of  a  night-flying 
moth  and  the  best  method  known  is  to  kill  it  by  hand  be¬ 
fore  it  has  reached  the  roots.  It  can  be  quite  easily  de¬ 
tected  as  it  eats  its  way  down  to  the  roots. 

Iris  are  a  very  beautiful  flower  and  should  be  known 
as  the  tax  payers’  orchid.  Every  garden  should  have  at 
least  a  few  in  beds  or  borders.

CULTURE  OF  DELPHINIUM  SEEDS 

In  planting  the  seeds  you  can  never  be  too  careful, 
though  reports  of  fine  results  from  most  indifferent  care 
are  often  heard.  I  am  sure,  however,  that  you  will  find 
it  to  your  advantage  to  follow  the  suggestions  given  below. 

Be  sure  that  the  flats  you  are  using  have  good  drainage. 

Fill  flat  with  a  well  sifted  sandy  loam  and  leaf  mold  or 
peat  mixture.  Be  sure  the  dirt  is  level  so  as  to  insure 
against  water  standing  in  any  one  place. 

Next  plant  your  seed  and  cover  with  a  cloth. 

Keep  soil  well  moist  but  not  wet  for  too  much  water 
will  tend  to  rot  the  seeds. 

After  the  appearance  of  the  third  or  fourth  leaves, 
transplant  into  frames  where  there  is  good  garden  soil  with 
fertilizer  already  mixed  in.  This  procedure  will  insure  a 
strong  and  rapid  root  growth.

Here  are  some  helpful  hints  for  better  Peony  culture. 
First  of  all,  Peonies  may  be  planted  in  almost  any 
ordinary  garden  soil  and  in  almost  any  place,  but  it  is 
better  not  to  place  them  too  near  trees  or  large  shrubs  as 
these  tend  to  drain  the  soil  of  moisture  as  well  as  rob  the 
Peony  of  a  few  hours  of  sunshine. 

Never  plant  a  root  so  that  the  eyes  are  more  than  Z/z 
inches  below  the  surface  —  two  inches  is  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  depth.  Too  deep  planting  is  one  of  the  com¬ 
monest  reasons  for  failure  to  get  blooms. 

The  best  times  for  planting  are  from  early  September 
until  freezing  time  and  in  the  early  Spring  when  the 
ground  first  becomes  workable. 

When  planted  in  groups  Peonies  should  be  spaced  about 
two-thirds  of  the  potential  length  of  their  stems. 

Peonies  are  remarkably  free  from  diseases  and  blights. 
The  ants  and  other  bugs  that  swarm  about  the  buds  are 
merely  after  the  honey  and  do  not  damage  the  plant  in 
any  way.
